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TWO TOWN MEETINGS IN LAK. 


Reformers Stexnl a March on the Office- 
holders. 

Two township meetings were held yester- 
day in the Townof Lake. The scene was the 
Town Hall, Halsted and Forty-second 
streets. The first, which was composed of 
Englewood residents and members of the 
Civic Federation. who want an economical 
administration of affairs, assembled in the 
hall at 8 o'clock and with the aid of a Secre- 
tary pro tem. transacted business and ad- 
journed. Then the officeholding faction, 
known in the town as the Politicians,’’ held 
a meeting at 8:30 o’clock, ignoring the pre- 
vious gathering, They voted to continue 
the present salaries and voted an appropria- 
tion of $40,000. The reformers declared $25,- 
000 was sufficient, and that the Assessor, 
Collector, Supervisor, and Clerk should re- 
ceive only the fees allowed by the statutes, 
while the other side voted the following sal- 
aries: Assessor, $5,000; Collector. $5,000; Su- 
pervisor, $3,000; Clerk, $2,000. 

The office of Assistant Town Clerk was 
abolished. 

The meeting in the published call was to 
be held between 8 and 9 o’clock. The first to 
appear was the Englewood crowd, who were 
in the hall as early as 7:30.

If our meet- 
ing accomplished nothing else it at least 
prevented the other side from raising the 
total appropriation to $60,000, as I heard 
they proposed doing. They were giad to 
get a $40,000 measure through, which is 
$5,000 less than last year, and we will 
knock it down still lower if we can.“

The American missionary last February 
was notified to appear for trial before the 
criminal court on the charge of conspiring 
against the Turkish Government. Mr. 
Knapp placed the matter before United 
States Minister Terrell, who telegraph 
him to obey the orders, under protest. r. 
Terrell then notified the Porte that he would 
not consent to having Mr. Knapp tried in 
the manner N and suggested that 
the case be brought before a mixed com- 
mission. It was decided to try the misston- 
ary here in the presence of a representative 
of the United States Government. But the 
roads were so blocked with snow until the 
end of last month that the missionary was 
unable to travel to this city. 


Serious Trouble Net Apprehended. 

Washington, D. C., April 7.—The officials 
at the State Department are fully.aware of 
the developments in the case of Missionary 


Knapp, who is reported by cable to be in 


onfinement at Diarbekir. They do not feel 
nder any great degree of apprehension as 
to serious trouble in Turkey. United States 
Minister Terrell was at the State Depart- 
ment today, and his information would ap- 
pear to justify their state of mind. The 
only question involved is the old one of extra 
territorial jurisdiction by our legation. The 
State Department has insisted upon the ex- 
ercise of this right steadfastly, and although 
the Turkish Government always has inter- 
posed obstacles it has generally conceded 
the point. The story has come to Washing. 
ton with W appearance of verity that 
the Amer and other foreign misston- 
aries are ro be driven out from Armenia 
amy to make room for a church that they 
do not represent, and this at the instigation 
of another great power—not Turkey. 

In the pregent case the United States has 
a much better opportunity to make the 
issue than it would have in the case of other 
nations than Turkey. 

The French Government has a treaty with 
Turkey explicitly conferring the right of 
their missionaries to reside and work in 
Turkey, and as the United States has a 
treaty with Turkey Included the usual fa- 
vored nation clause, the contention of our 
government is that we have as good a right 
as the French to maintain our missionaries 
in that country. 

American Board Agitated. 

Boston, Mass., April 7.—When shown the 
dispatch from Constantinople today cover- 
ing the situation the Rev. Judson Smith, 
D. D., Secretary of the foreign department 
of the American Board of Commissioners 
for Foreign Missions, said that such a move 
on the part of the Sultan had been feared. 
In view of this Dr. Smith emphasized the 
fact that the United States Government is 
pledged to maintain the missionaries in Tur- 
key, free from injury and from obstructions 
to their work, and he expressed confidence 
that the authorities in Washington will deal 
vigorously. The expenditures of the Amer- 
ican Board in Turkey represents $6,000,000, 
which, Dr. Smith claims, shows the Ameri- 
can interests involved to be too great to be 
slighted either by the American Board, the 
United States Government, or the public. 

Dr. Smith said: Mr. Knapp has the full 
confidence of the board, and the charges 
against him are disbelieved absolutely and 
have already been disproved.”’ 


ORDER COL. STAVENIS TO RETREAT. 


Baldissera Afraid to Risk An- 
other Engagement. 

Rome, April 7.—A dispatch from Masso- 
wah has been received here by way of Perim 
Island reporting that the day after Col. 
Stevani's victory over the dervishes near 
Kassala on Saturday he made a reconnois- 
sance of Tucruf and vigorously attacked 
the forts. He captured some of them, but 
was unable to entirely disiodge the der- 
vishes. He therefore returned to Kassala 
and informed Gen. Baldissera, commander 
of the Italian forces in Africa, that he was 
convinced that his forces were strong 
enough and that he proposed to renew the 
attack in the morning. 

In view of the general situation, however, 
Gen. Baldissera refused to sanction this plan 
and ordered Col. Stevani to evacuate Kassa- 
la and to retire with his column upon a 
gordat half way between Kassala and Mas- 
sowah, which Col. Stevani is now doing.

ANOTHER FIGHT WITH MATABELES. 
Gifford Is Wounded, but Re- 
pulses the Natives. 
Buluwayo, April 7.—Capt. Gifford, in com- 
mand of an expeditionary corps, who has 
been burning kraals in the Shiloh district, 
has been seriously wounded in an engage- 

ment with the natives. 

Gifford repulsed the Matabeles, the fight- 
ing continuing until in the afternoon. Gif- 
ford lost three wounded in the fight. 

It ts agäm reported that King Lobengula 
is alive and that it is he, and not his son, who 
is the principal leader of the Matabeles who 
are now in arms against the British authori- 
ties. It is added that Lobengula is massing 
his forces in preparation for an attack in 
strong force upon this place,

NEW YORK COURT STANDS BY CLUBS. 


Holds That Serving Liquor to Members 
Does Not Constitute a Sale. 

New York, April 7.—Under a decision of 
the Court of Appeals today there appears 
to be a possibility that clubs will escape the 
operation of the Raines excise law. The 
case was that of the Adelphi club of Albany, 
the defendant being fined $500 by the frial 
court. The liquor was sold to a member of 
the club, The Court of Appeals reverses the 
decision below. 

The opinion holds that each member is 
in equity an equal owner in common, It is 
not organized for the purpose of engaging in 
a business for profit for the traffic of liquors 
and that the transaction did not amount to 
a sale within the meaning of the statute. It 
was but a distribution among tife members 
of the property that belonged to them. 

The court holds that a club organized for 
literary, social, and such like purposes, and 
not especially for drinking purposes, is not 
amenable to the State excise law. | 


AHLWARDT, JEW BAITER, FINED. 


Taxed $10 for Carrying Concealed 
Weapons and Then Rearrested. 
New York, April 7.—{Special.)—Herr Ahl- 
wardt, the German Jew-baiter, was ar- 
raigned today on the charge of carrying con- 
cealed weapons, the charge growing out of 
last night's disturbance, when he was 
knocked down and pelted with cabbages. 
He was fined $10: As he was leaving the 
court-room he was arrested a second time, 
charged with assault. He gave bail to await 
the action of the grand jury. It has been 
decided that Ahlwardt will not be allowed 
to publicly express his anti-Semitic opinions 
in any public place in Hoboken in the future.

HEAVY SNOW-STORM IN NEW YORK. 


Streets Are Blockaded and People 
Wade Ankle-Deep in Slush. 


New York, April 7.—{Special.]—There was 
a heavy fall of snow today, beginning at 4 
o’clock this morning, but as the sun was 
quite strong the streets tonight are ankle- 
deep with slush. Snow plows were used in 
the City Hall Park this afternoon, which 
almost established a new record. The New 
York season was well advanced, and robins 
and other song-birds had begun to make 
their appearance in the city parks; so that 
the storm was untimely in a marked degree. 
During the afternoon the big stores in the 
shopping district were almost deserted, and 
this evening but few people ventured out to 
the theaters. At midnight it was still snow- 
ing, although the wind had almost died away.

VISITS FRIENDS OF EARLY DAYS, 


Illinois Citizen Attends a Meeting of 
Ohio Pioneers. 

John Milton Balthis of Clifton, Iroquois 
County, III., passed through the city yester- 
day on his way home from Zanesville, O., 
where he had attended a meeting of the 
Pioneer and Historical Society. Zanesville 
was the home of Mr. Balthis before he came 
to Illinois nearly fifty years ago. He was 
closely identified with local interests in that 
part of the State and tells many interesting 
reminiscences of the early days of Ohio. 

Mr. Balthis has a large farm near Clifton 
and is the head of a large family of children. 
The sons have all attained prominence in 
the professions and the old gentleman is 
devoting some time to travel.

THE EFFECT OF THE CUBAN RESOLU- 
TIONS. ; 

The practically unanimous adoption of 
the Cuban resolutions by Congress will have 
both a moral and legal effect. The moral 
effect is that Congress, representing the 
sentiments of the people of the United 
States, has placed itself on record as in 
favor of the concession of belligerent rights 


in passing the Cuban resolutions comes in 

» nature of a report from a Spanish Al- 
miral, commanding at the Ferrol navyyard, 
that he has a fleet of one ironclad, three 
first-class cruisers, two second-class cruis- 
ets, one torpedo destroyer, and seven fast 
torpedo boats ready to sail.

It is not likely, however, that this display 
of naval force, with its accompanying men- 
ace, will seriously disturb Mr. Oleveland’s 
equanimity or cause a panic in the Naval 
Department. The United States has a 
sufficient fleet to cope successfully with the 
Spanish navy on the sea and to defend its 
coasts against attack. Numerically Spain 
is our superior, having ninety-seven vessels 
of various kinds to our sixty-seven, but in 
speed, armament, and fighting capacity the 
superiority is largely if not overwhelmingly 
in our favor. There is no danger that 
Spain will risk a war with this country, as 
it would involve not only her crushing de- 
feat but the inevitable loss of Cuba. The

Once prepared to re- 
sist attack, there would be no danger of 
war.

American Athletic Union Demands 
Recognition from L. A. W. 

New York, April 7.—[{Special.]—~The Ama- 
teur Athletic Union demands recognition by 
the League of American Wheelmen. The 
recent action of the L. A. W. through the 
Chairman of its Racing Board, George D. 
Gideon, in s&nctioning bicycle races run in 
connection with unsanctioned athletic 
events, has precipitated an unxepected but 
interesting war. 

The league and the union are affiliated by 
articles of alliance which, according to the

Last fall I. B. Potter, Chief Consul of the 
New York Division, suggested the abandon- 
ment of racing by the L. A. W. and sugzgest- 
ed the Amateur Athletic Union assume its 
control. Racing is the only remunerative 
department in the L. A. W., and its govern- 
ment by the A. A. U. would replenish the lat- 
ter’s treasury to a large extent.

IN THE NEW YORK MONEY MARKET. 


Passage of Cuban Resolutions Affects 
Stocks Favorably. 


NEW YORK, April 7.—The feature of the share 
speculation today was the fact the general list 
‘proved superior to pronounced weakness in Amer- 
‘i¢an ‘Tobacco. The stock mentioned, even re- 
duced to full shares, surpassed any of the list in 
extent of trading and scored an exceptional loss 
of 4% per cent, closing at the lowest of the day. 
This development was regarded generally in 
Stock Exchange circles with a feeling akin to 
satisfaction as demonstrating that the conspira- 
tors in the stock had overshot their mark and were 
now the victims of their own machinations. The 
break in Tobacco was variously explained. One 
report. was that the traders, detecting attempts 
on the part of insiders to unload, had taken away 
the market. The decline was also attended by 
unconfirmed rumors of injunction proceedings to 
restrain the payment of the 20 per cent scrip 
dividend, and it was finally stated. a meeting of 
the authorities bf the Stock Exchange had been 
called to investigate the methods of the manage- 
ment of the American Tobacco company. The 
last report was denied by an officer of the ex- 
change. Influences upon the general market were 
of a negatively favorable character. It had been 
expected the decisive vote in the House in favor 
of the recognition of the Cubans as belligerents 
2 be marked in thé resumption of business 

he London Stock Exchange after the Easter 
holidays by heavy selling of American securi- 
ties in that market. London cables, however, 
previous to the opening of the local exchange,

Consequently the opening dealings here were 
haracterized by a firmer undertone. Other favor- 
ble factors were the non-engagement of gold for 
8 despite the continued strength of ex- 
change, ported increased disposition on the 
rt of 4 — 4 to purchase commercial paper, and 
the continued ease in money. American sugar 
was helped by advances in Bs a n and domestic 
grades of the product, and Union Pacific trust re- 
ceipts were unusually active and strong on the im- 
proved prospect for a readjusment of the indebt- 
edness of the Pacific railroads to the jo ernment. 

The initial prices, while irregular, displayed an 
improving tendency, and important fractional 
gains occurred in sugar, Burlington, Southern rail- 
way preferred, Tennessee coal, and Louisville and 
Nashville. Realizations later ‘caused sharp reces- 
sions in some instances, notably in Manhattan and 
Louisville and Nashville, which yielded 1% and 
1 per cent respectively. London was a conspicu- 
ous seller of the last mentioned, and also sold St. 
Paul, Union Pacific, and other imternationals. The 
traders also put out lines of shorts,-but without 
much impression on prices. The selling movement 
was exhausted before midday, and under the lead- 
ership of sugar and Union Pacific most of the early 
‘declines were recovered, The market closed firm 
with fractional gains general.

Central section—In central counties the 
week was clear and cool. Sharp freezes oc- 
curred on the 2d and 3d. Oats sowing is well 
in hand. The ground is in good condition 
for work and stalk cutting is being rapidly 
pushed, while many are plowing. Winter 
wheat is generally in good condition. Good 
warm rains are needed, Chinch bugs are 
already reported as numerous. Rye is grow- 
ing nicely, and grasses are coming up well, 
with the exception of clover, which in many 
fields has been winter-killed. Gardens are 
being made, and many early potatoes plant- 
ed, Fruits are uninjured, and plums, cher- 
— peaches, and apricots are full of bloom 
buds. 

Southern séection—The sharp change the 
middie of last week carried freezing tem- 
peratures into all but the extreme south 
counties and stopped all farm work. Oats 
sowing is again progressing, and the crop will 
be in this week. The rainfall along the Ohio 
River was heavy the first of April, doing 
much good to the wheat. In other counties 
wheat is in poor condition from the extreme 
dryness of the fall, and also somewhat in- 
jured by freezing and thawing. Stalk cut- 
ting and plowing will be prosecuted vigor- 
ously during the week and gardens and pota- 
toes planted. The soil is in good working 
condition. Grasses are coming up nicely, 
although clover was quite badly winter- 
killed. Fruit seems to be unharmed and 
trees are just bur&ting into bloom with a 
profusion of bloom buds. 


Other States in Detail. 


Reports fromm the other States follow: 

Wisconsin—The greater portion of the 
State was visited during the last three days 
of March by a fairly distributed rain and 
snow storm, which was of decided benefit, 
vet more rain is needed in the middle and 
southern sections. No farm work has been 
started in the northern sections and very 
little in the middle. In the southern sections 
the farm work was generally stopped by the 
cold weather. The weather has been gener- 
ally unfavorable to winter grain, especially 
wheat. 

Minnesota—Heavy snow first of week ben- 
eficial. The temperature has been much be- 
low the normal and season is backward. 
Winter rye and clover are starting fairly 
well. No spring seeding of consequence yet 
accomplished, as ground is too wet and is 
partly covered with snow. 

North Dakota—Nothing has been done in 
this section as yet, as the weather has been 
too cold. 

South Dakota—Stormy weather, with snow, 
during first of week and frosty nights since 
have retarded spring work. Soil amply moist 
generally and in good condition for seeding. 
But little seeding has been previously done, 
though now it is becoming general. Season 
unusually late. 

Nebraska—F all sown grain is starting and 
is in fine condition, Spring wheat mostly 
sown and oat seeding well advanced. Plow- 
ing for corn has commenced in southern 
counties and soil is in fine condition for work- 
ing and seeding. 

Kansas—The cool, dry week has been un- 
favorable to crops. Wheat looks well, oats 
is coming up, grass is starting, and apricots 
and peaches are in bloom. Rains of past 
two days of great benefit. 

Missouri—Week favorable for farm work. 
Oat sowing well advanced and soil in ex- 
cellent condition. Corn planting commenced 
in southern portion. Frosts of 2d and 3d 
injured peaches and apricots in a few south- 
ern counties. Warm showers needed for 
wheat and grasses. 

lowa—Temperature and rainfall below nor- 
mal. Seeding and plowing in progress, with 
soil in good condition, Bulk of seeding done 
in southern districts and well begun in north- 
ern, Some frost remaining in ground in 
northern section. 

Kentucky—Cool, with heavy, scattered 
showers during early half of week. Vegeta- 
tion generally making but little progress. 
Clover damaged by freezing early in week. 
Plowing progressing. Sowing of oats about 
half completed. Wheat fair but slowly im- 


proving. Fruit safe.
